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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ogawa et al (JP 06-262207). As best understood, Ogawa discloses a an apparatus and 
method containing all of the claimed elements including split backup rolls (3, 4) split into 
at least three segments in an axial direction (paragraph 0008 and 0009 of translation) 
and having a construction for supporting both a vertical load and a rolling direction load 
(see figures 1 and 3), each of the load measuring devices independently having a load 
measuring devices (16A, 166, 17Aand 17B), a coiling device (12). The calculation 
devices and calculating steps, as required by the claims, are read onto and 
accomplished by the controls discussed through the disclosure, for example in 
paragraph 0019. Controlling the left-right difference of the roll gap of the roll mill is 
encompassed by the adjustment of the screw down devices to control the strip 
thickness and roll gap. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 4/9/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's argue that although Ogawa discloses a construction of a rolling 
mill which is almost the same as applicants, the controlling method differs greatly. In 
response, as broadly claimed by the applicants the left-right balance of a rolling 
direction force is calculated by the load cell of the split backup rolls where control then 
correct the difference in the roll gap through adjustment of the screw down devices of 
the back up rolls.
